To the Editor of the ‘‘News’’:— 
Somewherc-in-Alberta, 
14-3-16 

Sir:—Presumably I am placing my- 
self before the many readers of your 
paper as a target for my remarks on 
dancing, but I would rather choose 
a few slight flesh wounds to acquire

As we are all aware, there was 
never in the history of the British 
Empire so many mourners.

“Dear Mrs. Cavell:—We have! learn- 
ed with deep regret of the murder of 
your brave daughter by the enemy, 
and in order to express our profound 
sympathy, we had a very successful 
dance in the hall to raise funds for 
those who are in need. The ladies 
brought baskets of cakes, which were 
sold and the proceeds forwarded to 
some fund. Welall enjoyed the dance 
and the music was beautiful.” 

The only one point I see in favor 
of the patriotic dances, is that a lit- 
tle money is got. But. private dances 
are equally as common. I 
think that every young man should 
be ashamed, even to talk of dancing 
-when his chums and school fellows 
are facing death from the enemy in 
the deadliest forms, and the others 
in the heroes’ grave in foreign land 
for defending their country from a 
cruel ruler. One is apt to class these 
dancers with the Germans, when the 
Lusitania was lost with her passeng- 
ers. 

Instead of these patriotic dances I 
would suggest that we should form 
a club to get everything that we 
think of, say: grain, wood, cattle, 
etc., then dispose everything off by 
public auction.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S'ask- 
atchewan or Albsrta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agensy), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nino miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three yoars after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestond 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A scttler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 por acre. Duties—Must 
ceside six months in each of threo 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
honse worth $300, 4 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in oase of rough, scrub- 
by or etony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

anything, the present gathering is 
decidedly a joke. As a corporation, 
with paid up annual members we are 
to all intents and purposes non-exist- 
ent, Mrs. Hannah Reed, who cGocs 
not attend our meetings, being the 
only contributor to the funds of the 
hospital in a direct way.

fact as long as we have been receiv- 
ing a grant from the city, considered 
all paid up taxpayers as entitled to 
a voice in our annual meeting. lt is 
obvious that we cannot send a no: 
tice to each tuxpayer, but we always 
advertise in both local papers and 
are pleased to welcome to this meet- 
ing anyone who evinces any interest 
in our Liospital. Lt is not hard, per- 
haps, to tind a reason for the sparse- 
ness in the attendance. Uur hospit- 
al is now notoriously etflicient, and 
our stafi, under Miss Kingston, is 
unexcelled anywhere. Not one or two, 


it will not surprise you, of course, 
to know that an hospital is a very 
good barometer of the conditions ot 
the country in which it is situate. 
The withdrawal of many men from 
our district to go to war and the re 
moval of a number of families is re- 
flected in a considerable reduction in 
the number of hospital days. I see 
that in lyld we had 5YU1 hospital 
days. and last year 4863, a reduction 
of 1138 days or about 20 p.c. This 
has of course raised the per diem 
cost of keeping a patient. In 1914 it 
cost us $1.93. Last year it rose by 
40 cents to $2.13. In general with 
the rest of the world the cost of 
many of the staples in foods and 
clothing has risen here, so that it 
will be easily understood that our 
cost may have risen even if the num- 
ber of hospital days had remained 
the same. ' 

Some of you will probably rememb- 
er that in my last annual report I 
mentioned that L thought we should 
get our hospital organization, as far 
as the Executive is concerned, down 
to a proper busines basis. This busi- 
ness of holding meetings of members 
who do not exist, is somewhat of the 
nature of comic opera and is absurd. 
For the past year the executive 
work of the Hospital has been car- 
ried on by Secretary and myself and 
if the business is to be conducted 
this way in future, with the City fi- 
nancially responsible for all defici- 
iencies in revenue and on capital ac- 
count, then the sooner we get down 
to a commission system, responsible 
to the city, the better. I would like 
those present to take the business of 
the hospital seriously, and the time 
to get our executive into proper 
shape is now, when -things are mov- 
ing along so nicely as far as the ac- 
tual working of the hospital is con- 
cerned. 1 do nut think the City Cony 
missioners are anxious to annex any 
further work or responsibilities, they, 
already have our deficiencies to take 
care of, and the City Council appar- 
ently are quite content. to let well 
enough alone. But, although I say it 
rwyself, 1 do not think it wise to 
bank on always getting the same ser- 
vice you are now getting. Organiza- 
tion should be definite. Responsibil- 
ity should be properly placed. I am 
personally responsible for the run- 
ning of the Hospital as it is being 
handled now. As I hinted before, 
meetings of directors have been call- 
ed, but we have not had a quorum 
once in 1915 and you can readily see 
that it is impossible to run any sort 
of institution under such conditions, 
and the actual responsibility is on 
my shoulders alone, 

' Ido not think our country has 
ever seen such strenuous and trying 
times as We are now passing through 
Charity has been strained to .the 
breaking point, and it is hard to 
guess what is yet before us. You will 
be proud to note, however, that our 
ladies have not forgotten us, in spite 
of the many urgent calls on their 
time and strength they have found 
time to think of our hospital. lt is 
a striking fact, which we men need 
take to heart, that the ladies do not 
take long in finding out where their 
efforts are worthily bestowed and ap- 
preeiated. Results are what count 
with them, and our hospital and its 
stat has certainly justitied their ef- 
forts, they can point with pride to 
ut least one Institution, which, has 
done Red Deer proud. 

MATRON’S REPORT 

To the Board of Directors, 

Gentlemen:—My report tor the year 
i915 is as follows:— 

We began the year with 11 patients 
Then we admitted 296; discharged 
272; and 18 patients died. The num- 
ber of hospital days were 4863, mak- 
ing an average of 14.24 patients a 
day. 

Over half the cases treated were 
surgical, the majority of them being 
operative cases. We eared for 80 
medical cases, 30 obstetrical cases, a 
number of fractures and sprains, and 
a number of eye-cases. 

Both the Balmoral Ladies’ Aid, 
and the Ladies’ Aid of the city have 
donated many articles, a list of 
which will appear in the papers in

A BAD TELEPHONE POLICY 


(Calgary News Telegram) 

When the Sifton government raised 
the telephone rates a year ago last 
fall, The News-Telegram protested 
on the ground that this measure 
would result in a serious loss of re- 
venue to the province, as the number 
of telephone connections would be re- 
duced as a consequence of the in- 
creased charge. The defenders of the 
Siftonian policy advanced the unique 
argument that,as the number of tele- 
phone connections decreased, the cost 
of operating each of the remaining 
j Services decreased, and that there- 
fore this new policy of the premier 
was an economic measure’ which 
really meant augmented profits. 

The News-Telegram confessed then, 
and it confesses now, that it cannot 
perceive the force or business acumen 
of this argument. 

It was our contention then, and it 
is our contention now, that the in- 
crease in charge was a gross blunder 
and a piece of bad business. 

What is more, our assertion that 
the policy would result in decreased 
revenue and a real loss to the tele- 
phone department, is borne out by 
the telephone report presented to the 
legislature Monday by Premier Sif- 
ton. This report shows that the nuny® 
ber of subscribers has greatly de- 
| reuasil that the revenue has fallen 
off to a disastrous extent, that there 
is an enormuus quanti.y of equip- 
ment that is idle and r-presents a 
dead loss to the province, that Pre- 
mier Sifton recognizes these condi- 
tions, and that he propu:es to have 
conducted a vigorous canvass for 
uew subscribers. 

If Premier Sifton would take a lit- 
tle tip, The News-Telegram would 
isuggest that he reduce the urban rate 


in quarterly instalments, and that he 
also reduce the business telephone 
charges. The reduced charges would 
jattract new business and would 
Cause a great quantity of the dead 
equipment to become a live and rev- 
enue producing asset, and the net re- 
sult would be a protit, instead of a 
‘great and growing loss.

BARON SHAUGHNESSY’S 
SPEECH 


(Toronto News) 

Baron Shaughnessy announces that 
500,000 men is too large a number to 
put in khaki. He says that such an 
army if raised would unduly disturb 
the agricultural, industrial and fin- 
ancial affairs of the Dominion. One 
answer is that the West was able to 
raise, up to the beginning of this 
year, over 80,000 men and still could 
save the greatest crop in the history 
of the country. Inconveniente was 
caused in some cases, but war with- 
out inconvenience is not usual. Tho 
city of Toronto has enlisted nearly 
60,000 men, and the factories aro 
still running. The difficulties of in- 
dustrial establishments can be sur- 
mounted. 

Not half as many recruits as Yor- 
onto has found have been enrolled in 
Montreal. In both the Military Dis- 
tricts of the Province of Quebec the 
response to the call for men has been 
utterly inadequate. Political buccan- 
cers have openly derided the part 
that Canada-is taking in the defence 
of the Empire. The clubs have har- 
bored a group of financial and busi- 
ness men whose after-dinner jests 
have been based on the patriotic feel- 
ing of Toronto and the Province of 
Ontario. | 

The existence of Canada is threat- |] 
ened. British supremacy is challeng- 
ed by an Empire which is organized ' 
to the last notch. If there is any 
group of men who ought to strain 
every nerve to pay the debt they 
owe to British freedom and Canadi- 
an generosity it is the group which 
is headed by Baron Shaughnessy. 
The business of the British Empire 
is to beat Germany. There is no oth- 
er business until that is done.'

The Biggest Salary 


Boston Herald: A member of the 
great and general court of Massachu- 
ssets has a salary of $1000 annually 
for his services. The governors of the 
respective states range in salary 
from $2000 in Nebraska to $10,000 
in several of the most populous and 
wealthy members of the union, and 
$12,000 in Illinois. The members of 
the cabinet of the president receive 
$12,000 each, the members of the 
senate and house of representatives 
each $1500, and their presiding offic- 
ers, the vice! president and the speak- 
er each $12,000. No consul general 
in the service of the United States 
has a salary of more than $12,000, 
and no ambassador accredited from
